By a confusion of ideas, by no moans 
confinod to Irislimen, home»Boolety 
coalinuos to discuss tlio subject of 
■whetlior or no Great Britain hadn't 
bolter Bond bor Colonial Empire adrift 1 
Do tlieso homo'-bampkiQs roally know 
what they aro talking about 7 Groat 
Britain has forly-Q^^o colonies, cmbruc- 
ing one third of ilio surface of tlio globe, 
and nearly onc-fourlh of tlio population, 
situated not only in every quarter of 
tho earth, but in what llio Irishman 
called the " fifth quarter, ' Australia. 
Wo would nsk these narrow -luinded 
■bop-keepeT8, those inconceivably stupid 
and foolish politicians, we would ask 
Mr Bright and tho mischievous rho- 
torioiaDB who talk bo flippantly about 
the colonits— who gauge their value 
by the few soldiors occasionally Font 
out, and sent for the most part' to ro' 
dress grievances and deal with resnlts, 
having their origin in Imperial bong- 
ling— we would aak these men to look 
tip facts and say what Great Britain 
would bo without her colonies. Ilow 
long would she oontinuo to be great 7 
How Igng would she last ? Englishmoii 
are very opt to run away with the no- 
tion thai Enghmd is Great Jritain, and 
Great Br lam is the world. Whore aro 
among the most loyal of Uer Alajusly's 
Bubjucts to be found ? In tho culoiiiu.s. 
Who is it that unfurls the glorious old 
flag in the fuco of eternal ennshino 7 
The colonists. Could we liring our^ 
selves lo the belief of tho doctrine thai 
Great Britain is on tlio wane, and will 
soon cease to ho numbered among ihe 
"groat powers,'' that belief would 
hineo upon the abandonment of her 
Colonial Empire ; for we vetily do be- 
lieve that the day on which Grcit 
Britain parts with her coloiiios will l)o 
tho day from which her dcclii.o will 
date. But, wo wuu'd Ufk Ihi'so utill- 
taiiun Heparatist-s to look at this ques- 
tion from another point of view. The 
highest duty of a Government is the 
wellbeing of the enbjfct. Much has 
been said about tho expense to the 
parent state of her colonics, and the 
whole subject is treated as though 
colonists ceased to bo subjects. How 
much does the nation expend every 
year upon a olofs of subjects at home 
called "paupers?'' Are culonistH wor.se 
fiubjects because Ihr-.y go abroad and 
plant the British flag and es'abli-h 
British institutions at tho uttermost ends 
of the earth 'I Do men cease to be 
British subjects or are th-^y any lcs.s 
British subjects bccauBe they have the 
manly independence to go forth into the 
colonies and become respectable, res 
spected, self'reliiint, rather than re- 
main at homo and, peradvonfire, become 
a burden to the State 7 One would 
think so, for every dollar .^per t upon tho 
colcnists is given with a grudiiiug hand 
and an insulting tonj.;ue. Jlow much 
bettor would it be f"r Groat Britain and 
for humanity if her s atostiien could 
really rise to the great duty of tho na- 
tion in respect to colonization, ilow 
moch better If the millions squandered 
every year with stich miserable results 
in a foolish attempt to regulate pauper- 
ism at home wore opplitd towards 
colooizolion. But ifBiiii-ih Slatesiiiiin- 
ship is not capable of rising to the 
highest duty and apprehending tho iniu 
interest of the nation is regard to the 
colonies, the sooner they aro given up 
the better. Tiio colonies arc for the 
most part self-sustaitiing. Wiiat has 
the Home Government ever d' no fur 
this Colony, for instance 7 Although 
the youngest and mosi remote, what 
has it ever received from tho puront 
State, either in money cr in .soldiers 7 
It is true that ttio Imperial Govern- 
moot sends out Governors and olli- 
cials ; but it lftki;8 jireciou.s good ciirc. 
that we pay tliem. It i* remarkubly 
liberal with its patronage, when the 
poor colonists have to pny for it. lias 
not this Colony had to do for it.sclf from 
tho very first f Nay, worse, lun it not 
hud to carry an Imperial mill-.stoiie 
nbonl its neck 7 Yet colouisl.s are con- 
BtanUy romiudi'd that they are con- 
sidero(\ an intolerPble burden upon tho 
parent fe'.ate. It is not to bo oxpectod 
that they will lamely endr.ro these 
taunts long. Wo quite concur in the 
remarks madthy Sir Oeorgo (irey, tliut 
if Great Brituii. eontinues llio atienipl 
to govern her tJulmini Empire through 
a single office in iio,(ion, and especially 
it her statesnien porH.,t in ij,© narrow- 
minded, penurious, and hiHulting policy 
of tho past aud tlio prose. the Culouies 
will one alter another ^'^ 'truck from 
the BritiBh Empire.

done is to make.a thorough exploration 
and ' survey with a' view to definitoly 
deciding tho practicability of obtaining 
an adequate supply of water from sor.
